25.— A lthough 
the first m onth of the year has not 
been com pleted, co n tra cts are already 
out for new railw ay construction in 
19»12 that will include five tim es the 
num ber of O klahom a counties through 
which new’ lines were built during 
last year. These co n tra cts on new line 
building include the following coun­ 
ties: Dewey, W oodward, H arp er and 
Beaver to the west, and to the east, 
Lincoln, Okfuskee, Okmulgee, Hughes 
Seminole, Muskogee, Pontotoc, Mar­ 
shall, Bryan and O klahom a. This ag­ 
gregates fourteen counties, 
with 
a 
com bined population of 
m ore 
than 
750,000 people and a com bined ta x ­ 
able property valuation of alm ost half 
the valuation of the en tire stare. Al­ 
though not quite 8 1-2 per cent of the 
year has elapsed, the new line con­ 
tra c ts already include 20 per cent of 
all O klahom a counties and am ount 
in the ag gregate to ten million dol­ 
lars to be added to the sta te ’s indus­ 
trial activities. No projected line is 
considered in m aking this sum m ary. 
The N orthw estern road doubtless will 
add th ree million dollars to the new 
line budget for 1912, while the F ort 
Sm ith & W estern's proposed O klaho­ 
ma City extension will m ean an o th er 
million.

ANOTHER LOCAL OPTION 
PETITION IS FILED 


Oklahoma City.' Ok., Jan. 25.— Ex- 
Mayor Frank Stearns 
of 
Shawnee, 
heading the local option and high li­ 
cense movement, today filed a new pe­ 
tition with Secretary of State fJarri- 
son, replacing the one abandoned sev­ 
eral days ago, seeking to repeal state­ 
wide prohibition as provided in the 
constitution, and placing control of 
the liquor traffic within the powers 
of the legislature. The only changes 
made in the bill were to add an en­ 
acting clause, which was omitted be­ 
fore and to make the periods between 
elections four in place of two years. 
This is required, for instance if a 
district or county goes “dry,” the ques 
tion can not be resubmitted under 
tour years. The same rule applies if 
the election should go “wet “ 


Stearns said today that the Fort 
Smith case upon which the Circuit 
Court of Appeals declared that Indian 
Territory must remain dry for a per- 
I lod of twenty-one years, bad been ap- 
i pealed to the Supreme Court of the 
II nited States and a decision was ex­ 
pected by March. In event the su­ 
preme court sustains the lower court 
the bill 
will he refiled, to conform 
thereto, otherwise it will remain as 
flied toady.
